“Some wanted 
roses in the bud, some the Last Rose of 
Summer, and some soft’ roes on toast,” was 
how he introduced the delightful Ballet of 
the Roses. When the remainder of the revue 
has been seen it is evident that those who 
referred soft roes won.

that the laugh rises unbidden. 

King Canute was seen amidst his bathing- 
belles keeping out the tide. and Mr, Robert 
McLachlan sang his song with gusto.

The singing of ‘* Fine Qld 
English Gentleman,’’ with the goose-stepping 
exit, by the Four Georges was a very. fine 
piece of comedy work. The Victorian Ace 
fared none too well, but it was redeemed by 
the Gaiety Dancers in “ The Naughty 
"Nineties ”’ 

The cast is Jarge, but the bulk of the work 
falls upon a few. Of that few Mr. Kevan 
Bernard is on the stage most of the time 
as “The Common Man.’ He is a droll 
comedian, with a suggestion «f Robey, who 
makes his ordinary man humorous without 
being grotesque.

OCTOBER FIGURE UP 
BY 51.045 


Returns for the period September 14- 
October 18, issued last night by the 
Ministry of Labour, disclosed another 
increase in the numbers out of work in 
Great Britain, and a corresponding decline 
in employment. The numbers unemployed 
at October 18 were 1,390,249, an increase 
of 51,045 compared with the September 
figure. Approximately 11,659,000 persons 
were in employment. This was 47,000 less 
than the revised figure for Se Moome 13, 
although. on a comparable basis, there 
was an increase of approximately 464,000 
compared with October 26, 1956. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


According to a report issued last night 
by the Northern Ministry of Labour on 
the annual revision of estimated unem- 
ployed, the total number of wholly un 
employed on October 18th was 62,562, with 
4,804 temporarily stop and 2,465 
normally in casual employment, making 
a total of 69,831. This shows an increase 
of 5,529 since September 13th, 1957.

FIRE AT LEIXLIP

A large shed, portion of the Salmon Leap 
Mills of Messrs. Wookey and Sons, Ltd., 
near Leixlip, Co. Dublin, was destroyed by 
fire yesterday,: and office premises and part 
of the front of tae factory were Semegee.

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Is it Peace ? 


There were some interesting, and to 
some extent ominous, developments in the 
international situation during the week- 
end, when the eyes of the diplomatic world 


were focussed om Rome. Signor Mussolini 
was away at his country seat, and the 
conduct of affairs was left in the hands of 


Count Ciano, who signed the pact against 
the Komintern, together with Herr von 
Ribbentrop and the Japanese Ambassador. 
This pact, on the face of it, seems to be 
harmless enough; it also seems to be 
utterly unnecessary, At best, it is a pious 
expression of opinion, announcing to the 
world that the Italians, Germans and 
Japanese do not like the Communist Inter- 
national; at worst, it is calculated still 
further to embitter international relations 
throughout the world. No sooner had this 
instrument been signed by the Italian 
Foreign Secretary than M. Boris Stein, 
the Russian Ambassador in Rome, acting 
on instructions from his Government, 
lodged an official protést at the Palazzo 
Chigi, informing Count Ciano that the 
Russians regarded Italy's adherence to the 
pact as an “ unfriendly act.’’ Count Ciano 
told M. Stein that, since the pact was 
directed not against the Russian Govern- 
ment, but only against the Komintern, 
there could be no question of unfriendli- 


ness; and sent the Ambassador about his 


business. M. Stein telephoned to Moscow, 
returning in the afternoon to see Count 
Ciano, On this occasion he told the 
Foreign Secretary that the Moscow Govern. 


| ment could not accept his explanation. 


Furthermore, he declared that, by virtue 
of her conclusion of the tripartite pact, 
Italy had been guilty of a violation of the 
treaty of friendship with Soviet Russia, 
which had been signed in 1933. After this 
little exchange of pleasantries the inter- 
national horizon gave all the appearance 
of gathering clouds; but things began to 
brighten up on Sunday night, when the 
Russian Ambassador entertained Italians, 
Germans and Japanese, with other mem- 
bers of the Diplomatic Corps, to vodka 
and caviare at a party celebrating the 
twentieth anniversary of the Bolshevist 
revolution. . 

What will be the consequences of this 
latest pact? In the normal course of 
events Russia’s announcement that she 
regarded Italy’s participation in the 
German-Japanese agreement as an “ un-

into each other’s arms. France has had 
an alliance with Russia for some years, 
solely for defensive purposes—for the 
French have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain through another war— 
and now Great Britain finds herself willy- 
nilly in the same galley with the Russian 
Soviets. 

If the present condition of affairs 
continues, war will become inevitable. All 
previous experience teaches that an 


| armaments race sooner or later leads to a 


general upheaval ; and, although it is true 
that none of the three totalitanan Powers 
enjoys a healthy condition of finance, no 
war ever has been prevented through lack 
of money. What do the mischief-makers 
want? After his seizure of Abyssinia 
Signor Mussolini announced that Italy 
henceforward could be counted among the 
satisfied Powers. She had obtained her 
empire—at a very heavy cost in treasure. 
if not in human life—and was anxious to 
settle down in peace to develop. it. In 
the hght of this statement, which seemed 
at the time to be quite sincere, and was 
eminently sensible, Italy's subsequent 
activities in Spain are hard to understand. 
Can it be possible that Signor Mussolini 
is determined to bring the British Empire 
to its knees, to conquer Eyypt and 
Palestine, and to establish a vassal State 
in the Iberian Peninsula? If so, of course, 
there will be a war; but we find it almost 
impossible to believe that Signor Mussolini 
would be so foolish. Germany is in a 
different case. She is not satisfied, and 
never Will be satisfied, until some solution 
of her colonial problem is found for her. 
To suggest that no solution can be found 
w.thout a fight—in which, incidentally, 
Germany would be defeated—would be to 
deny that there is any power in diplomacy. 
Britain is arming herself with remarkable 
rapidity just because she has no reason- 
able alternative. Within another eighteen 
months she will be the strongest nation 
in the world, because, in addition to her 
Navy and Air Force, she commands 
economic and financial resources that no 
other nation, with the exception of the 
United States, possesses. Although the 
Government of the United States continues 
to remain aloof from Europe s squabbles, 
Japan’s alliance with Germany and Italy 
has caused some alarm in Washington ; 
and, if by any chance there should be a 
war, American participation would be only 
a matter of time. We believe, therefore, 
that if some reasonable arrangement can 
be made regarding the Germas colonies 
there will be no war; but it would be idle 
to pretend that the outlook at present is 
not anything but reassuring.

Revival in Ulster 


The criticism that has been directed 
against the Northern Irish Government 
during the past few. months, and 
especially in recent weeks, has apparently 
stimulated the Ministry of Commerce into 
activity. From both the official Unionist 
and the Labour angles the Government has 
been charged with an apathetic attitude 
which verges upon indifference; and at 
one gathering a short while ago the state- 
ment was made that Northern Ireland 
ought to be scheduled as a Special Area. 
The Government, for its part, stated on 
many occasions that everything possible 
has been done to develop the old 
established industries for which Northern 
Ireland is famed throughout the world, 
and to offer every feasible inducement to 
bring new industries to the district. A 
certain amount of truth resides in the state- | 
ments made by both sides, but when all 
the facts have been weighed it appears 
that Northern Ireland might have had a 
larger share in the economic recovery of 
Great Britain. No part of the British 
Isles suffered more severely from the 


years of trade depression than Northern 


Ireland. While thousands of ships lay 
rusting in the ports around Great Britain 
the famous slipways of Belfast remained 
uncannily silent, and the giant gantries 
broke the skyline in rigid immobility. So 
long as that condition held the shipyards 
there was tragedy in the homes of Belfast's 
famed Islandmen. The situation in the 
shipbuilding industry has improved so far 
that Belfast's yards are in full work again. 
Yet it may be doubted whether the busy 
scenes of thirty or forty years ago ever again 
can be re-enacted on the Queen’s Island. 
The linen mills, too, have had their years 
of tribulation, but the industry as a whole | t 
is battling bravely, for the recovery of its 
olden primacy. The sudden impoverish- 

ment of the United States, combined with 
the choking effect of novel trade policies in 
most of the customer lands, struck the 
linen industry a staggering blow. When 
these novelties in economics will be 
scrapped nobody may say; but when the 
novelties in policy have had their day the 
more dangerous new textile materials will 
remain to. harass the linen industry. From 
whatever angle the economy of Northern 
Ireland is regarded, . therefore, it would 
appear that new industries must be 


established to take the places formerly|

plenty of open country in which to build 
the most modern of factories in excellent 
surroundings.

Design in Industry 


It is easy enough to say that corned beef 
is corned beef, whatever its tin may look 
like, or that, so .ong as an eiderdown 
keeps cne warm, its design and colour: - 
of no great importance. In point of 
fact, however, these things make a 
very great difference. Which of us, 
when confronted with the choice 
between a handsomely wrought and 
skilfully polished. wireless set, will 
not choose it in preference to «n uncouth 
apparatus which, nevertheless, may be 
able to receive twice as many stations! 
The complaint of lack of design in this 
country’s new manufactures has been 
heard many times in recent years. It is 
becoming daily less frequent, for the good 
and sound reason that our new manufac- 
turers are appreciating the importance of a 
comely product. We do not wish to 
glorify the word: “‘ design,” as applied to 
industry, relates no less to the packing of 
peas and the smoothing of rough edges 
from tins than to the artistry of craft- 
made furniture and the invention of fine 
fabrics ; and it is mainly in regard to the 
humbler things that the voice >f criticism 
has made itself heard. In the higher crafts 
—those in which the craftsman abuts on 
the work of the artist—Ireland seldom has 
had reason to be ashamed; and our only 
fear is that, as the Government's tariff 
system encourages a wider demand for 


Trish work, the quality will suffer. Far 


greater, however, is the danger of a poor 
and sloppy output from the manufactories 
of common, everyday things. In other 
lands, where competition largely is un- 
fettered, they have learned ‘he uecessity 
of presenting better and better goods in 
more and more attractive form. How often 
does one read the appeal of American 
advertisements: “ Look at it. Handle it. 
Are you not instantly prejudiced in favour 
of so-and-so’s such-and-such‘’’ That 
ought to be the attitude of our ow: manu. 
facturers—to present not merely good, but 
good-looking, wares. We apprcve most 
heartily the Government’s appointment of 
an Advisory Committee on Design in In- 
dustry, which held its first meeting yester- 
day; and we trust that it will interpret 
its duties in the widest possible way. If 
the manufacturers avail themselves to the 
full of the experienced advice of this com- 
mittee, which includes several gentlemen 
of unquestioned taste, they will save chem- 
selves both criticism and money.

Maps 


For the past fortnight an exhibition of 
maps has been on view at the Manchester 
Public Library. Its popular appeal is 
demonstrated by the fact that up to Friday 
night no fewer than 13,000 people had 
taken the trouble to visit it. The maps, 
of cóúrse, are exceptional specimens ; they 
have been collected by the University of 
Manchester, and are designed to show both 
the progress which has been made in 
cartography during the centuries, and the 
history of geographical discovery and 
exploration. Yet we think that, even if 
they had formed an ordinary, haphazard 
collection of maps, they still would have 
possessed an allurement. The average man 
likes maps. Why, we do not know; but 
the fact remains that a map in his news- 
paper attracts his attention even more 
rapidly than the most capably printed 
photographs ; that a common atlas on the 
drawingroom table commands more atten- 
tion than any number of works of the 
highest literary merit, and that a map on 
the wall tends to become the focussing 
point of a:l eyes. It takes intelligence 
and erudition to obtain the fullest degree 
of entertainment value from a map. Your 
amateur connoisseur studies the post-war 
chart of Europe, and rolls his tongue 
around the recollection that here, in the 
old days, the head of the German fighting- 
cat intruded itself into the gaping jaws 
of the Russian ; here was Montenegro, and 
there spread the great expanse of Austria- 
Hungary ; there again was Poland, but in 
those days you had to look hard to find it. 
The map of Asia, then, is an endless 
delight, with those huge tracts of mystery 
which still serve as setting for romantic 
stories of lost civilisations. To be sure, 
the maps must have been more mysterious 
still, and more attractive, in the days when 
“ Terra incognita,”” “Here be dragons,”’ 
and “ Hence come the Tartars,’’ bestarred 
the areas that now bear familiar names ; 
yet, to the ordinary man, the world still is 
a large place and full of strange things. 
Java Head may have vanished from the 
world’s maps, and Martha’s Vineyard may 
find a place only on those of the very 
largest scale; but, until every man of us 
can travel at his will about the world, the 
map still must be the symbol of his striving 
after wide and dim horizons.

The anti-Bolshevik agreement signed in 
Rome on Saturday by the representatives 
of Germany, Italy and Japan is harshly 
criticised to-day in the French newspapers, 
the Action Francaise remarking that 
“ international anti-Communism is a 
mask. Not a single Frenchman must be 
deceived. Let us protect ourselves as from 
the plague from the belief that Hitler ..d 
his allies are enemies of Moscow. Hitler 
still is formally bound by all the economic 
and geographical ties of the Treaty of 
Rapallo, which he has desecrated, but 
which has not been abrogated. Another 
paper points out that this is, in fact, 
a triple alliance. The pretext is a strug; vle 
against Moscow, but there may very well 
be less openly- expressed objectives in 
mind. The Figaro says: “ The pact, in 
a way, is incitement to civil war, ollowed 


by foreign intervention, which the new | 


accord prepares for and makes possible.’ 


The Onsesition Pact 


Germany, Italy and Japan, by their 
act, have set up a united diplomatic 
Front, which will certainly be met by the 
formation of yet another, inspired by 
France, and as M. Delbos has intimated 
his intention of paying a visit to Poland 
before Christmas it is possible that he 
hopes to bring that country into an agree- 
ment opposed to “the other pact. M. 
Delbos is also going to Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania and Yu oslavia, and, if circum- 
stances permit, ama and it thus 
becomes obvious that all that French 
diplomacy can accomphsh to neutralise 
the German-Italo-Japanese pact will be 
undertaken. One very important point 
about this pact is that J apan has promised 
Germany and Italy economic advantages 
in those parts of China likely to be 
conquered by its forces, and this is a 
threat against British and French interests, 
which are spread over a very wide area. 


Arming Hong Kong 


It is not unlikely that the recent events 
in connection with the Far East, par- 
ticularly the new pact, will call for a 
strong attitude on the part of this country. 
The bi md progress in China has to be 
considered, and it is possible that the 
British Government may decide consider- 
ably to strengthen the ‘defences of Hong 
Kong by the ‘building of new forts, with 
further provision for air defence. It might 
have been supposed that these steps could 
have been taken some time ago, but the 
Washington Naval Treaty was in being, 
and nothing could be undertaken until 
that treaty expired at the end of last year, 
when this country had a free hand to do 
what was deemed necessary. The 
strengthening of Hong Kong is viewed 
with approval in Australia, as a reply to 
intimations from Japan that she may 
fortify some of the Pacific Islands she 
holds under mandate, a step contrary to 
the ordinances of the League, but ignored 
by Japan, which: no longer recognises its 
authority. Singapore, with its five 
hundred thousand civilians, is also to have 
further protection from air attack, and 
anti-gas instructors trained in England, 
with big supplies of gas masks, have 
arrived at the fortress. 


Dinners for Mr. Chamberlain 


Apart from the important speech Mr. 
Chamberlain is expected to make at. the 
Guildhall to-morrow night, he will make 
another which may be even more reveal- 
ing, as it will be given at a private dinner 
party in a quiet hotel, when he will be 
the guest of the Conservative Private 
Members’ Committee, regarded as the most 
influential back-bencher organisation in 
Parliament. The dinner is being given to 
welcome Mr. Chamberlain as Prime 
Minister. There will be only one other 
speech apart from Mr. Chamberlain’s, this 
being made by Sir Hugh O'Neill], the 
chairman of the Committee. Sir Hugh 
O'Neill, who is a greatly respected member 
of the House of Commons, has had the 
distinction of being Speaker of the Parlia- 
ment. of Northern Ireland, and a member 
of the House of Commons at the same 
time. Some two hundred members are 
expected to attend the dinner arranged for 
Wednesday. 


Mr, Hone’s Pictures 


An exhibition of pictures by Nathanie! 
Hone, R.H.A.. arranged by Mr. J. 
Crampton Walker, A.R.H.A., and Mr. 
Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A., will be 
Opened on Wednesday at the gallery of 
the Fine Art Society, New Bond street. 
Mr, Crampton Walker and Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien to-day supervised the hanging of 
the sixty pictures selected.

Sometimes individual booksellers in 
Dublin made private deals with their 
friends in London to get advance copies of 
new publications, which they endeavoured 
to print in Dublin for their private 
benefit. When such an attempt was dis- 
covered the other booksellers did their 
best to thwart it. The famous dispute 
between Samuel Richardson, the English 
novelist and printer, and the Dublin book- 


sellers arose from one such attempt. The 
Dublin printers received a bad name, 
because Richardson’s statement of his case 


is well krown to literary historians, and 
nan Seen accepted as true without critica] 
study.

CHINESE RETREAT 
FROM SHANGHAI 


With the withdrawal during the 
night of the bulk of the Chinese forces 
from the western sector of the 
Shanghai front, after a day of in- 
cessant fighting, the International] 
Settlement was faced with its first 
respite for almost three months. 

The Chinese retreat was carried 
out in good order and covered by a 
strong rearguard action. With- 
drawal, or annihilation of the scat- 
tered Chinese outposts which con. 
tinued to engage the enemy, is ex 
pected to-day, says a Press Associa 
tion Foreign Special telegram from 
Shanghai. 

Fears are expressed that now the 
Settlement seems likely to be sur- 
rounded entirely by Japanese troops. 
It may be entered by the Japanese, 
though its neutrality is established 
by history. The Chinese view is that 
their retreat is only a phase. 


o'clock the Japanese troops had stormed 
the 35-foot wall at two points and secured 
the north-east corner of the city. 

A fierce battle then began in the streets. 
The Chinese stubbornly contested every 
inch of the ground, blowing up mines in 


the path of the Japanese and pouring a 
ceaseless fire on them with trench-mortars 
and machine-guns.

That was the only logical 
argument he could see from the trend of 
events and the Government’s announce- 
ment. It would have been better to have 
allowed the Spanish Government its 
proper rights as an elected National

The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—It is just. over a year ago since 
Germany and hais signed an agreement 
whereby both pledged themselves to co- 
operate as closely as geography allowed 
in combating the subversive machinations 
of the Commintern. The terms of this 
pact provided merely for consultation and 
for the exchange of information between 
the competent authorities of the two 
countries, and in the nature of things it 
is not surprising that little or nothing 
more was heard of this formal protestation 
of common ideological antipathies until 
last Saturday. On Saturday Italy, with 
a good deal of ceremony and parade, 
announced in a separate protocol her 
adhesion to the German-Japanese pact. The 
terms of the document, signed two days 
ago in Rome, are substantially the same 
as those of the earlier bilateral agreement, 
but the circumstances in which it was 
signed have changed in at least two im- 
portant respects. 

A year ago the Rome-Berlin axis wore 
an aspect less imposing outwardly than 
it wears to-day, and a year ago Japan was 
not strenuously engaged in a large-scale 
invasion of China. There has accordingly 
been no little speculation whether the new 
pact has a more effective scope and more 
portentous implications than its pre- 
daecessor. 

There is, as yet, no reason to suppose 
that it has, and Count Ciano has been 
quick to affirm that such speculation is 
a waste of time. The truth, perhaps, is 
that the pact, coming at this moment, is 


is diplomatic demonstration, which may 
be presumed to have an immediate value 
as a re-assurance for Japan and for Italy 
in particular, with their commitments in 
China and Spain, respectively. Its future 
will be what events make it; that is to 
say, the sympathies it implies did not, in 
existing circumstances, require a pact to 
create them. Anti-Communism certainly 
can be made to cover more than its 
nominal aim—and the label, despite the 
industry of Japanese propagandists, never 
sat more awkwardly or unconvincingly 
anywhere than upon the Nanking Govern- 
ment, with its long record of resistance to 
armed Communism. But it is too easy a 
game to give the term lurid and sinister 
extensions in all directions simal- 
taneously. For the present it will be the 
part of wisdom to accept the triple under- 
standing at its face value. In any case, no- 
thing has happened to change the British 
réle in affairs. 

For twenty years the British Empire 
has, like most countries, tackled the Com- 
munist nuisance constructively and as a 
matter of domestic concern, and it will 
certainly not change its own methods, 
little as it may wish to dictate methods 
to other peoples differently situated.

Com- 
paratively small and struggling firms cannot 
afford much. expenditure on design, and ready 
access to good examples of work, either in the 
form of Tustration in .a library or actual 
examples in a small exhibition, would, I am 
sure, be of the greatest value. So far as 
copying of design must be done over a large 


considerably to have steps taken that copies 
of the best are easily available. 

* The Committee will, no doubt, be more 
ambitious and desire at some point to make 
recommendations which may lead to original 
design work. We have plenty of native 
artistic talent, and it seems to be only a 
matter of directing this talent into the proper 
channels.. Industrial design has, I under- 
stand, become a more and more specialised 
affair, and any work of this kind to be useful 
must be done with full regard to the medium 
on which the design is to be impressed. Close 
liaison. btween the designer and the in- 
dustrialist is clearly indicated, and the artist 
is bound to keep constantly in mind all the 
limitations of the industrialist. 


A USEFUL JUNCTION 


“My own idea is that/ one of the most 
nseful results of this Committee’s work may 
be to effect. a junction between the artist and 
the manufacturer, and provide, on the one 
hand, the specialised training which is neces- 
sary for a designer in modern industry, and, 
on the other hand, educate the industriaJist 
to the value of better design, thus leading to 
the regular employment, wherever possible, of 
designers. Artists and manufacturers have, 
so iar, been on opposite sides of the fence, 
and as this is of advantage to neither party 
I feel sure that we can help to amend the 
situation. 

" “I do not wish to gO out any vege es 
programme, and prefer to leave that to the 
diseussion +: which * to follow. At our first 
meeting we -must havé, no doubt, a very 
géneral exchange of views before we can 
settle down to a plan of working. I would 
suggest to the members, therefore, that our 
best. fis} “step is to have stich a general 
discussion’ from which. we can learn what 
ideas are available among us, and from these 
we can, no doubt, readily arrange our course 
of action.

ROSSLARE HARBOUR, Monday. 


Addressing a mass meeting of all grades of 
railwaymen in Rosslare Harbour last night, 
Mr. €. D. Watters, Irish Secretary of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, said that the 
next stage in the development of the transport 
system in this country should be nationalisa- 
tion. It should be controlled by the State. 
owned by the State, and run for the general 
good of the people. 

“ Prosperity depends upon the spending 
power of the worker,” he said. ‘*The object 
of our union is to make it possible for men 
to work in industry without terrorism, retain- 
ing their spirit of Rey io, with comfort 
and decency at home, managera bargain 
with us for your labour, with possibly a little 
more show, but just as they bargain with 
merchants for al The present standard of 
living on the Irish railways is not a credit 
to the country and is manifestly unfair to 
rail workers. 

“ There are railwaymen employed in Dublin 
at 38s. 6d. a week, less 24 per cent. deduction, 
and that is considered a sufficiently high 
standard for the people who keep the transport 
system going. 1 am not prepared to take net 
receipts as a basis for the payment of wages 
unless the people employed have the right to 
say what expenses are deducted, and how the 
figures of net receipts are arrived at. 

“There will be no peace on the Irish rail- 
ways until the men get a decent standard of 
wages, and if those in charge cannot ‘ produce 
the goods’ then the sooner they hand over 
control the better.’ :

DECREES

DANZIG, Monday. 


The Danzig Volkstag to-day passed three 
important decrees. They were:—  . 

1—An amnesty pardoning all political 
prisoners convicted of offences against the 
Nazi régime before October 1st last. 

9—A decree making compulsory the 
adherence of all young persons to the 
Hitler youth organisation ; and ws 

3—The prohibition of all other political 
parties except the Nazi Party. — 

The passing of the amnesty is regarded 
as a “grand gesture’ to show the 
magnanimity with which the Nationa! 
Socialists are going to pardon all their 
opponents of the past in order to demon- 
strate their good-will and desire for co- 
operation in the future. 

All political prisoners are released, and 
outstanding fines and sentences are 
remitted. 

The decree was promised in a speech by 
Hert Forster last Monday at a big public 
‘meeting in celebration of the success that
